__L Rejection of bids: Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the 
article offered, or which is merely a nominal or fractional advance may be ,rejected by 
the auctioneer if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect the sale injuriously. 

II. The buyer: The highest bidder shall be the buyer, and if any dispute arises 
between two or more bidders, the auctioneer shall either decide the same or put up for 
re-sale the lot so in dispute. 

III. Identification and devosit by buyer: The name of the buyer of each lot shall 
be given immediately on the sale thereof, and when so required, each buyer shall sign a 
ecard giving the lot number, amount for which sold, and his or her name and address. 

A deposit at the actual time of the sale shall be made of all or such part of the 
purchase prices aS may be required. : 

If the two foregoing conditions are not complied with, the lot or lots so pur- 
chased may at the option of the auctioneer be put up again and re-sold.

Shelton’s translation of Don Quixote has become an English classic 
for the vigor of its English, and is on this account the translation 
selected by many of the modern book clubs for republication, as a 
worthy companion to Florio and the Elizabethan translators and adap- 
ters. The lost play “Cardenio” (ascribed to Fletcher) was evidently 
founded on this translation by Shelton. 

Duffield, in the preface to his own translation, shows that Shelton 
based his work on the Brussels edition of 1607. He also shows by pa- 
rallel passages how infinitely Shelton is preferable to the other trans- 
lators of the Seventeenth and Highteenth Centuries, such as Phillips, 
Motteux, Jarvis, and Smollett, all of whom defile the work with coarse. 
ness and buffoonery not found in the original. Jarvis, in the preface to 
his translation, accuses Shelton of having translated not from. the 
original, but from the Italian version of Francoisini. That this accu- 
sation was unjust is evident from the fact that Francoisini’s version 
did not appear till nine years after Shelton’s had been published.

From the time of the first issue until the end of “Barnaby Rudge,” 
there were actually four forms of publication, namely: In 88 weekly 
parts ; 20 monthly parts; the 3-volume edition, and the issue in sepa- 
rately bound volumes of the two stories.

This is the so-called ‘‘Surprize’ variety. There were several edi- 
tions of “Beauty and the Beast” printed within a few years. The 
types were set throughout at least twice. Livingston in his Bibliog- 
raphy of Lamb says: “I have seen three varieties of covers, all of 
similar make-up and all apparently original. The variations in the two 
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settings are not sufficient to give any ground for granting priority to 
either. The most obvious are:

“Surprise” and “Surprize” varieties. Of the three copies, examined, 
one has the cut with the inscription,—‘Go be a Beast,—Homer,” on 
the front cover, with the back cover plain. The other has this cut 
on the back cover and a title set in type similar to the title-page, but 
with the date 1813, the whole enclosed in border of rosettes. The 
third has the same cut on the back cover and a type-printed cover of 
different setting, enclosed in key border. The date of the book has 
been usually ascribed to 1811.” 

The plate “The Enchantment Dissolved” has the watermark 
“TMAN/O” 

Written, in pencil, on the fly-leaf, is the following note,—The 
first printing is quite differently set up to that in subsequent issues. 
Tt varies on almost every page. The signature on B6 is omitted. 
The cover says “with Beauty’s song set to music” but only subsequent 
issues contain the music. There is another form of the first issue, 
with pink or yellow covers, containing a cut on the front cover of 
the fairy turning the Prince into a beast, with a quotation from Hor- 
ace “To be a beast” beneath. The setting up of the text is the same 
in both these forms of the first issue.

The plates were designed by Mulready and engraved by William 
Blake. They did not meet with Lamb’s approbation. He characterized 
them as “damn’d beastly vulgarity,” and that the incidents depicted 
by some of the pictures were not mentioned in the text. Mrs. God- 
win, whom he called the “bad baby,” he blames as responsible for the 
selection of the titles to the plates. 

Charles Lamb, in writing to Manning, May 10, 1806, throws addi- 
tional light on the composition of this now famous book: “She [Mary] 
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is doing for Godwin’s bookseller twenty of Shakespeare’s plays to be 
made into children’s tales. Six are already done by her, to wit, ‘The 
Tempest,’ ‘Winter’s Tales,’ ‘Midsummer Night,’ ‘Much Ado,’ ‘Two Gen- 
tlemen of Verona,’ ‘Cymbeline,’ and the ‘Merchant of Venice’ is in for- 
wardness. I have done ‘Othello’ and ‘Macbeth’ and mean to all the 
tragedies. I think it will be popular among the little people, besides 
money. It’s to bring in sixty guineas. Mary has done them capitally, 
I think you’d think.”

This fragmentary reminiscence of his great genius reads: The simple 
negative injunction of the Latin law and proverb—the injunction not 
to do ill to the dead—seems, at a first glance, scarcely susceptible of 
improvement in the delicate respect of its terms. I cannot help think- 
ing, however, that the sentiment, if not the idea intended, 1s more 
forcibly conveyed in an apopthegm by one of the old English moralists, 
James Puckle.

The sentences 
rise and fall in tune with the thought and they range from the fieriest 
denunciation to the tenderest and most beautifully expressed appre- 
ciation and sympathetic understanding. As an illustration of his 
sterner mood the following passage may be cited: 

“Let me have leave, as a loyal and life long admirer of Mr. Arnold, 
to remark that no critical reputation can possibly survive much more 
of this sort of thing; that it is annually becoming more and more 
dificult for the most devoted and sincere good will to regard him as 
a serious judge or authority on questions of literature, or to answer 
those who think it impossible to be considered by steady-going and 
rational students as other than the most brilliant and the most hare- 
brained of all eccentric dealers in self-willed and intemperate paradox: 
and that surely no scholar, and still more surely no poet, can regard 
with equanimity such a risk of being confounded with the Carlyles 
and Emersons of his day as must inevitably be incurred by a writer 
whose estimate of Shelley is such as hitherto has found utterance 
only from Craigenputtock or from Bedlam, from Concord or from 
Earlswood.” 

As an example of another kind of writing, the closing sentences of 
the article are well worth quoting: 

“At the sound of the Ode to the West Wind, the stars of Words- 
worth’s heaven grow fainter in our eyes, and the nightingale of Keats’ 
garden falls silent in our ears. The poet who wrote that, and the 
poet who wrote Christabel,—but these alone of their generation—are 
indeed to be counted among the very chiefest glories of English poetry ; 
and it is surely no inadequate reward for the noble labour of a long 
and strenuous life, to stand where Wordsworth stands—but a little 
lower than these.”

Throughout the letter, and particularly on the last page, both style 
and handwriting of the letter betray a perfect frenzy of agitation 
with which the frigid comments of the printers,—‘“‘not marked in press 
proof,” “Not marked distinctly for alteration,” make an amusing con- 
trast. The following is an excerpt from Swinburne’s letter: 

“Perhaps a week's hard work will enable me to find out all the 
blunders of those—the printers; who have done their utmost to dis- 
figure my book & misuse the good type & paper you have given it... . 
Again, & again, & yet again have I corrected them, & seen you do the 
same—é these dogs pay no more heed than at first. It is insufferable 
—no human patience could stand it . . . these hounds can see noth- 
ing. The appearance of the page is disgraceful—a chaos. But I begin 
to despair—it seems useless to write or speak.” 

The letter from William Clowes & Sons, Printers, to Messrs. Chatto 
& Windus, publishers, reads,—‘We are sorry that Mr. Swinburne 
should be annoyed with such curs of printers, but we forward the 
reader’s explanations and can assure you that he is one of the best 
in the trade.” 

The explanation by the Proof Reader of Clowes & Sons, bears the 
heading “The errors named by Mr. Swinburne as disfiguring his poem 
‘Erechtheus’ arose principally from the following causes .. .”

In the autumn of 1877 Swinburne one day entered the office of his 
publishers, Messrs. Chatto and Windus, and handed to the late Mr. 
Andrew Chatto a parcel of Manuscript, informing him that this con- 
tained the Ms. of a novel, and instructing him to have it at once set 
up in type. It then became apparent that the poet had by some means 
got his manuscripts mixed up, for the proofs turned out to be, not those 
of a novel, avowedly unfinished, but a mixture of “Mary Stuart,”. 
“Lesbia Brandon” and “John Jones.” 

These galleys comprise the following,—

Until quite recently this 
work has been entirely unknown to most Swinburne collectors. Mr. 
Wise says of it in his Bibliography of Swinburne: ‘“Lesbia Brandon 
was a serious attempt to write a sustained novel upon conventional 
lines. It differs altogether from Love’s Cross Currents, for that is a 
romance cast in the form of letters, and is of a class by itself. The 
novel was in all probability planned and commenced in or about 1859, 
and was continued at intervals until the beginning of 1867, when 
Swinburne advised Burton that he had it in hand. The story is un- 
questionably autobiographical, and the hero is a distorted image of the 
youthful Algernon. As such it is of interest, but the whole thing is 
morbid and unwholesome, and no regret need be felt that Swinburne 
failed to continue and complete the work. But the point of greatest 
interest attaching to these proofs of Lesbia Brandon is that they in- 
cluded, introduced into the text as said or sung by the several char- 
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acters, a number of poems with the majority of which we have long 
been familiar in Swinburne’s published works.”
